OF THE SUBWAY TO ASCERTAIN WHO YHE OWNERS ARE, TO DETERMINE HOW MANY OF THEM LIVE IN THE 
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City of NEWARK AND HOW MANY LIVE IN SUBURBAN AREAS. IN ADDITION THEY RECEIVED INFORMA-

RESOLUTIONS. 


T-R-aH. The Acting City Clerk read RESOLUTION PROVIDING FOR THE READING OF THE BUDGET 


FOR THE TAX YEAR 1968 BY ITS TITLE.

Temporary President Gordon: The hearing on the 1968 Budget of the City of 
Newark is declared open. 
The Acting City Clerk asked if anyone desired to be heard on the 1968 


Municipal Budget as approved and advertised. 
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MR. EDWARD L. BLAU, PRESIDENT, REAL ESTATE BOARD OF NEWARK, IRVINGTON AND 
HILLSIDE, NORTH, expressed his organization's deep concern about Newark's extremely 
high real estate tax rate. They commended the Mayor for his economy drive but felt 
taxes are still much too high. Last March the Mayor appointed a Special Citizens 
Committee to attempt to obtain State Aid for Newark. Тһе Committee led by the Mayor 
called upon the Governor to request money to help the City. Last year the Mayor was 
told this request came too late. ‘This year, however, the City Administration through 
the Office of Economic Development submitted a report making specific recommendations 
which the speaker outlined. To date the Governor has not answered the legitimate 
pleas of the Mayor and Mr. Blau asserted the City is entitled to know if the Governor 
is going to put the weight of his administration behind the City. 

Mr. Blau stated the Real Estate Board agreed and urged that 

1. The State pass enabling legislation to permit Newark to enact a head tax 
at Newark Airport. 

2. The State revise the present formula to make up any loss that Newark 
sustains in the transition from the local property tax to Chapter 51 
taxes. 

3. The State Grant-In-Aid Formula for Education be revised to consider the 
needs of Newark and other municipalities. 

lh. The Foundation Program for School Aid should be increased from $400 
to $555 per pupil. 

5. Newark needs new schools. It has reached near capacity in its legal 
borrowing limit. They recommend that the limitations on Newark's debt 
be increased enough to secure the maximum available matching funds from 
the State and Federal Government, so that these schools can be built. 
They also recommend, that the possibility of leasing new school facilities 
be studied. They envision а program similar to that used by the Federal 
Government in leasing new Post Office facilities from private builder 
owners. 

Mr. Blau reiterated the City is still waiting for the Governor's reactions. 

In addition to the recommendations made by the City, Mr. Blau submitted the 

following recommendations suggested by the Real Estate Board for tax reliefs 

1. The State should pass enabling legislation to allow the City to charge а 
fee in lieu of taxes, commensurate with services rendered, to all tax 


exempt property, except actual places of worship. 
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2. The City should be relieved of its responsibilities for welfare. This is 
& state and national problem and these levels of government must be made 
to discharge their responsibilities, in this regard. 

3. Legislation should be passed enabling the City to increase its traffic 
fines with particular emphasis on parking violations. 

4, Multiple use should be made of certain normally tax free facilities where 
the location is suitable. 

5. Urban renewal developers should be required to make payments in lieu of 
taxes after a reasonable period of time, if they have not started con- 
struction of the project. If they are unwilling to do this, other de- 
velopers should be given the opportunity to become the sponsor if they 
сап show that they have a reasonable expectation to start construction 
before the original sponsor. Such a provision would speed the development 
of urban renewal areas and bring additional income to the City. 

Councilman Bernstein asked Mr. Blau how he felt about a payroll tax in Newark. 

Mr. Blau replied they have studied the possible effects and his Board is 
opposed to a payroll tax in Newark. He declared Newark is small geographically and they 
are concerned that a payroll tax will force businesses out of Newark. 

Councilman Melillo pointed out there are over 300 municipalities in the 
country which have adopted a payroll tax and experience demonstrates there has not been an 
efflux of businesses moving to other municipalities. The reason is Newark has many ad- 
vantages to offer businesses. 

Mr. Blau stated it is their opinion, not based on speculations, that Newark 
because of its geographical size is in a different situation. The Mayor's report pre- 
pared by Mr. Nortman mentioned a payroll tax but did not recommend it. He recognizes 
it is extremely controversial. Mr. Blau stated the Board and the Council agree on most 
of the recommendations and suggested working together on this far-reaching program. 

Temporary President Gordon called attention the Mayor and Council spent many 
weeks arriving at the Budget as it now stands. Actually Newark's Budget is going up 
about two points over last year and the Mayor and Council did everything they could to 
cut where possible. 

Councilman Addonizio congratulated Mr. Blau for appearing before the Municipal 
Council. He said the Mayor and Council have beseeched Trenton to help Newark and other 
large metropolitan cities. They received sympathy, but no cooperation. Councilman 


Addonizio recommended the Council consider making a proposal to the State to place a 
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real estate freeze in Newark; coupled with this recommendation, the City of Newark be 
reimbursed 1¢ from the State sales tax to offset any loss in real estate. 

Councilman Addonizio stated he considered voting against this Budget to high- 
light his feelings for he is afraid by voting for this Budget the Governor and others in 
the State will think Newark can get by. He will go on record that in next year's 
Budget he will vote against implementation of the Museum because Newark cannot afford 
those luxuries that support and help surrounding municipalities. He added Symphony 
Hall is also used by suburbanites. 

Councilman Callaghan stated the Mayor and Council wore out the path to Trenton 
and will continue to do so. He is in favor of culture open to all but perhaps the cost 
may be shifted to the County. 

Councilman West agreed with Councilman Callaghan. He said the Mayor and 
Council worked very diligently toward cutting this Budget. Last year there was a Tax 
Study Committee led by the Mayor. Councilman West recommended it be reintroduced to 
work toward next year's tax rate. He said no one is satisfied with conditions and the 
Council has done the best in a positive nature. 

Councilman Melillo stated copies of recommendations were made available to 
the Legislators in Trenton. They studied the proposals and have introduced bilis. 

He has reason to believe in the near future the Legislators will introduce other bills. 
Five additional recommendations have been made and if а substantial part can be adopted 
to produce revenue we need, it will go a long way toward accomplishing our ultimate 
objective in obtaining money on a State leval and relieve overburdened property tax- 
payers in Newark.

COMMITTEE MEET WITH THE CouNCIL AT THEIR SPECIAL CONFERENCE TUESDAY TO DISCUSS THE 
FEASIBILITY OF A POLICE PRECINCT iN THE VAILSBURG AREA. 

COUNCILMAN CALLAGHAN DID NOT WANT THE PUBLIC TO THINK THE COUNCIL COULD CORRECT

YOUR COMMITTEE APPOINTED TO STUDY THE ADVISABILITY OF INSTITUTING A K-9 CORPS WITHIN THE 
Рон. {СЕ DEPARTMENT OF THE CiTY OF NEWARK WISHES TO SUBMIT THE FOLLOWING REPORT: 
DURING THE COURSE OF OUR STUDY, WE VISITED THE CITIES OF TRENTON, CAMDEN, PATERSON, 
BALTIMORE, MARYLAND, WASHINGTON, D. C., AND New York City. TRENTON, CAMDEN, BALTIMORE 
AND WASHINGTON PRESENTLY HAVE K-9 Corps. PATERSON AND New York CITY DISCONTINUED K-9 
CORPS PREVIOUSLY ESTABLISHED IN THESE CITIES. 
YOUR COMMITTEE 15 OF THE OPINION THAT THESE К-9'5 HAVE A LIMITED USEFULNESS, PARTICULARLY 
IN ASSISTING TO SEARCH EMPTY BUILOINGS THAT MAY CONTAIN A BURGLAR OR OTHER TYPE OF OF~ 
FENDERS. |N NORMAL TIMES IT MIGHT BE CONSIDERED ADVISABLE TO INSTALL SUCH DOGS AS AN 
ADJUNCT TO THE POLICE DEPARTMENT. 
HOWEVER, WE ARE NOT PRESENTLY LIVING IN NORMAL TIMES IN OUR CITY OF NEWARK, THE RIOT AND 
CIVIL DISTURBANCE OF LAST SUMMER REVEALED SERIOUS RACIAL TENSIONS WITHIN OUR COMMUNITY. 
THESE TENSIONS HAVE NOT ABATED SINCE THEN. To INSTITUTE A K-9 CORPS AT THIS TIME WOULD 
ONLY SERVE FURTHER TO INFLAME THE TENSIONS THAT ALREADY EXIST AND WOULO GIVE RISE TO FUR- 
THER ILL FEELINGS AMONG A LARGE SEGMENT OF OUR COMMUNITY. THE DISADVANTAGES THAT WOULD 
ACCRUE iN ESTABLISHING A K-9 CORP COMPRISING SIX OR EIGHT DOGS WOULD FAR OUTWEIGH ANY AD- 
VANTAGE THAT MIGHT FLOW FROM ITS ESTABLISHMENT. 
WE THEREFORE RECOMMEND TO YOU AND THE ENTIRE MUNICIPAL COUNCIL THAT A K-9 CORPS NOT BE 
ESTABLISHED WITHIN OUR Pot ICE DEPARTMENT AT THIS TIME.

THe TRENTON POLICE DIRECTOR AND OFFICERS REPORTED THE K-9 CORPS HAS BEEN WELL RECEIVED, 
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EXCEPT FOR COMPLAINTS FROM A FEW MILITANTS. HE CITED REASON FOR PATERSON DISCONTINUING 
THEIR K-9 CORPS WAS "CERTAIN CIVIL RIGHTS GROUPS MADE COMPLAINTS." COUNCILMAN BERNSTEIN 
STATED A REPORT FROM BALTIMORE, MARYLAND INDICATED THE K-9 PROVIDES A DEFINITE PSYCHO- 
LOGICAL DETERRENT. ALTHOUGH THE CRIME RATE HAS GONE UP TN MANY COMMUNITIES WITH THE 
K-9 CORPS, 17 HAS GONE UP LESS THAN IN COMMUNITIES WITHOUT IT. 

COUNCILMAN WEST REMARKED HE RECOGNIZES THE SITUATION IN THE CITY AND RECALLED 
HIS DAYS AS A LAW ENFORCEMENT OFFICER, HE URGED HIS CITIZENRY WHO HASN'T SPOKEN OUT FOR 
A LONG TIME TO SPEAK OUT TOGETHER, BUT IN THE DIRECTION NOT OF POLARIZATION, BUT TOGETHER- 
NESS. HE OBSERVED IT WOULD NOT TAKE SIX OR EIGHT DOGS TO BRING ABOUT PEACE, THAT IS NOT 
THE ISSUE. THE FEW ROUSERS WHO CORRUPT THE CITY ARE THOSE WHO SHOULD BE DEALT WITH. 
COUNCILMAN WEST REFERRED TO THE TWENTY-SIX DEATHS WHICH OCCURRED DURING THE 1967 pis- 
TURBANCE. HE STRESSED A CONCERTED EFFORT AND A STUDY WAS MADE NOT FOR ONE SIDE OR AN- 
OTHER, BUT FOR ALL PEOPLE OF THE CiTY OF NEWARK. 

COUNCILMAN MELILLO OPINED EVERY INDIVIDUAL IS ENTITLED TO EXPRESS HIS VIEW-

a. The Fire Prevention Code shall be 
enforced by the Bureau of Fire Prevention in 
the Fire Department of the City of Newark which 
is hereby established. and which shall be operated 
under the supervision of the Director of the Fire 
Department. ` 


b. The Chief of the Fire Department may 
detail such members of the Fire Department as 
inspectors as shall from time to time be necessary. 


c. A report of the Bureau of Fire Prevention

Section 11. New Materials, Processes or Occupancies 
which may Require Permits. 


The Director, the Chief of the Fire Department, 
and the Chief of the Bureau of Fire Prevention shall 
act as a committee to determine and specify, after 
giving affected persons an opportunity to be heard, 
any new materials, processes or occupancies, which 
shall require permits, in additi on to those now 
enumerated in said code.

thereof to interested persons. 
Section 12. Penalties. 


1. Except as otherwise provided in this Fire 
Prevention Code or by State Law, any person violating 
any pf the provisions of this code or provisions of 
any permit issued in conformity herewith, shall 
upon conviction be punishable by a fine of not more 
than $25.00 for each offense[and not more than $25.00 
for each day thereafter on which violation continues} 
and a fine of not more than $100,00 for subsequent 
violations. 


2. Any persons owning or occupying any 
premises within the City who shall continue to permit 
a Violation of any of the provisions of the Fire 
Prevention Code, after written notice thereof, 
shall be liable in a civil action for the payment of 
all costs and expenses of the Fire Department incurred 
in and about the use of apparatus and materials in 
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the extinguishment of fire resulting from such 

neglect or violation, The amoung of such costs and. 
expenses shall be properly determined and fixed by the 
Director, When collected, such sums shall be paid into 
the general fund of the City. 


3. It shall be unlawful for any person to cause 
a fire within the City in any hotel, motel, rooming 
house, lodging house, tenement house, convelescent 
home, hospital, child care facility, or similar place 
of abodé, by any means whatsoever, through a careless- 
ness, neglect or negligence, or set fire to, or 
cause the burning of,.any bedding, furniture, rug, 
curtain, drape, or other household furnishing or 
fitting or any other part of said building or premises 
in such. a manner as to endanger the safety of any 
person or property. 

Any person who violates this section shall, 
upon conviction, be fined not more than $500.00 or 
be imprisoned for not more than 90 days, or be

The pad shall be 
constructed of poured concrete and shall 
be a minimum of 13 feet long, 5 feet wide, 
8 inches thick and extending 4 inches 
above grade. 


B. ENCLOSURE. The mat shall be enclosed 
by a 7-foot masonry wall with 3 strands 
Of barbed wire on top (total height 8 
feet) or a f-foot chain link fence with 3 
strands of barbed wire on top (total height 
8 feet).

The clearance on the 
secondary side shall be l| feet from the pad 
or from the secondary conductors which over- 
hang the pad, Exceptions may be made in that if 
the secondary side is adjacent to a masonry 
wall, the clearance may be reduced to 3 feet, or, 
if the mat 15 enclosed by a masonry wall, the 


clearance may be reduced to 3 feet on each end of 
the pad. 
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D. GATE, The mat enclosure shall be 
equipped with a suitable gate, a catch and 
hasp for locking purposes, and shall open outward 
only. 


Е. EXTERNAL CONSTRUCTION. There shall be 
no vent, drain, downspout, or other foreign. 
construction, on a wall which Is part of and 
inside the mat enclosure, 


F. CRUSHED STONE, For oil-filled transformers 
. coarsé crushed stone Ц. inches deep shall be used 
between the pad and the fence or wall, The 
recommended size of the stone is 14 inches. 


G. SIGNS. The mat enclosure shall be 
posted with veather-proof fiberglass or porcelain 
enamel, 18 inches x 8 inch "Dinger High Voltage" 
signs. These signs shail be permanently fastened 
and arranged so that at least one is visible 
from any angle, One sign shall be placed on the 
gate next to and slightly above the gate hasp, 


H, GROUNDING, The fence shall be grounded 
on each side of the mat enclosure. The fence 
shall be grounded on both sides of the gate, 
or there shall be an underground tie across 
the gate, There shall be a flexible ground strap 
connecting the gate:to the fence. The ground 
bus Shall be connected to a minimum of two 5/8 
inch x 8 foot copper of copper-clad ground rods 
driven at least 6 feet apart. All grounding 
electrodes shall be interconnected and connected 
to a waterpipe ground, if available, 


I. ENCLOSURES TO BE KEPT CLEAN, Enclosures 
shall be kept clean and free from foreign material 
at all times,. 


. Section 450-13, TRANSFORMERS INSTALLED ON 

PADS, In addition to the requirements of | 
sections 450-10, 450-11, 450-25, installations 
for transformers installed on pads shall conform 
to the following requirements: 


A. APPROVED TYPES, Only totally enclosed 
pad-mount transformers specifically designed for 
the purpose and approved for the purpose by both 
the Electrical Bureau and the utility supplying 
service shall be used, 


B. PAD CONSTRUCTION, The pad for an oil- 
filled three-phase transformer shall be constructed 
in accordance with the Pad Construction Details 
which follows:

quired pad or enclosure shall be submitted to the 
Electrical Bureau for approval after approval 
by the utility company supplying service. Drawings 
shall ре to scalé and dimensions shall be marked 
thereon, Drawings shall show locations and 
constructions of adjacent buildings with locations 
of adjacent doors, windows, and openings. They 
Shall also show the relation to the building yard, 
exits and passageways.

1. BOARD OF ELECTRICAL APPEALS, There is 
hereby created a Board of Electrical Appeals 
consisting of five members. One member 
shall be a licensed Professional Engineer 
with experience of not less than five years; 
one Shall be a qualified representative of 
a public utiltiy; one shall be a qualified 
journeyman with. experience of not less f 
than five years in the electrical construction 
industry; and two shall be licensed 
electrical contractors, All members of this 
board shall be appointed by the Mayor and 
confirmed by the Municipal Council, and 
shall serve until succeeded.

All 
appeals shall be heard by the Board, The 
Board will set a time and place for the hear- 
ing and will notify by mail: the person re- 
questing the appeal so that he or his counsel 
may appear and be heard. The decision of 
the Board will be submitted in writing to 
the Director as expeditiously as possible. 


2. BOARD OF ELECTRICAL STANDARDS. There is 
hereby created a Board of Electrical 
Standards consisting of the five members 
of the Board of Electrical Appeals plus 
the Chief Electrical Inspector. This Board 
of Electrical Standards may adopt and amend 
rules and reguiations not {inconsistent with 

-this act which may be reasonably necessary 
for the proper performance of its duties 
and purposes and for the conduct of the 
proceedings before ії, It shall be the 
duty of this board to propose such changes, 
additions or deletions to the Electrica!

Section 5. PENALTIES. 


Wherever, in'.this Revision or in any 
other ordinance of the City, or rule, regulation or order 
promuigated by any officer or agency of the City under 
authority duly vested in him or it, any act is prohibited 
or is made or declared to be unlawful or an offense, or 
the doing of any act Is required, or the failure to do

“penalty is provided therefore the violation of any such 


provisions of this Revision, or any other ordinance 
of the City or any rule, regulation or order as aforesaid 
shall be. punished by a fine not exceeding five hundred

not exceeding ninety days, or be punished by both such 
fine and imprisonment; provided, however, that where the 
penalty for any particular offense is limited by state 
statute then such limitation shall be applicable to the 
provisions of this Revision and other ordinsces of the 
City or rule, order or regulation as aforesaid notwith- 
standing the provisions of this section, Esch day any 
violation of this Revision or of any other ordinance of 
the City or any rule, regulation, or order as 
aforesaid shall continue shall constitute a separate- 
offense. 4 
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Whenever, any such fine be imposed upon 
any corporation, such fine and costs and charges incident 
thereto may be collected in an action of debt or in 
such other manner as may be provided by law. 


Section 6. APPLICATIONS, PERMITS, FEES 


2. ELECTRICAL PERMITS REQUIRED. Before any 

electrical work covered by this code may 
be installed, altered, or repaired, a 
permit shall be secured from the Electrical 
Bureau. When the Electrical Bureau is not 
open, emergency repair work may be started 
without a permit, provided the application 

-for the permit is filed as soon as is 

. practicable on the next day on which the 
Electrical Bureau is open. 


(a) REGULAR PERMITS, Regular permits 
will be issued only to licensed 
electréical contractors complying 
with the requirements of the Electrical 
Contractors Licensing Act of 1962, 
Section l5:5A-1 et, seq. of 
the Revised Statutes of the State. 
of New Jersey. 


(b) RESTRICTED PERMITS, Electrical 
work exempted by Section lb:5A-18(m) 
of the Revised Statutes of the 
State of New Jersey, but not exempt- 
ed by Newark ordinance, such as 
maintaining and installing elevators, 
escalators, oll burners, and gas 
pumps, may be done on a regular 
permit by a licensed electrical 
contractor, or may be done on a 
restricted permit with each restricted 
permit limited to one class of work, 
Such restrictad permits will be 
issued to persons, firms or 
corporations who have in their employ 


a qualified journeyman electrician. 


Registration in the name of the 
persons, firms or corporations 
shall be on an annual basis from 
January 1 through December 31, 
Application for each restricted 
permit shall be accompanied by an 
annual registration fee of 550.00. 


(c). ANNUAL REPAIR AND MAINTENANCE 
PERMITS. Repair or maintenance 
work in or on premises occupied by 
a firm or corporation may be performed 
on behalf of such firm or corporation 
on an annual permit basis either 
by a licensed electrical contractor, 
or by a corporation itself if the 
corporation has in its employ a 
qualified journeyman electrician 
who isa regular full time employee. 
The annual permit will be issued 
in the name of the firm or 
corporation or the electrical 
contractor from January 1 through 
December 31. Said firm or 
corporation or electrical contractor 
shall be responsible for filing 
with the Electrical Bureau, ona 
quarterly basis, a complete report 
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on all work done under such permit. 
The annual fee for repair or maine 
tenance work done under an annual 
permit shall be $150.00. This 
amount shall cover the inspection 
fees for work done under any one 
such permit. 


‘2.- PERMITS ARE VALID. A permit shall be valid 
only for the location stated in the 
application and in the name of the person, 

` persons, firm or corporation whose rame 
appears on the appiication to install the 
work, Permits are neither assignable nor 
transferable. 


З. PERMITS TO BECOME VOID, If any work authorized 
by any permit is not commenced within a 
period of sixty (60) days after the date 
thereof, such permit shall be thereupon 
become void and of no effect. 


h. NO;REFUNDS ON PERMITS ISSUED. There shall 
be no reflunds for permits which were issued 
by the Electrical Bureau and later cancéled 
by the applicant, 


5. INFORMATION REQUIRED ON APPLICATION, 
Applieations' for electrical permits shall be 
filled out in full as requred on the 
application forms, Applications shall be 
made in the name of the person, persons, 
firm or corporation installing the work and 
the permit, when issued, shali be issued 
to such applicant. When the service is 
over 100 Amp., a one-line diagram shall 
be submitted on the appiication, together with 

` а duplicate diagram on a separate sheet, When 
required by the Chief Inspector, complete 
plans and specifications shall be submitted 
in dupiicate. One approved copy of the 
diagram, plans and specifications shall be 
retained by the Electrical Bureau, and one 
copy shall be returned to the applicant with 
the permit. Applications improperly made out 
willl be rejected and will be returned to 
the applicant. 


‚ 6.FILING OF WIRING FLANS OR SCHEDULES, 


(a) A set of wiring plans and 
specifications of a schedule, in 
duplicate, shall be filed with 
the Electrical Bureau, before the. 
issuance of any permit for the 
installation in a new or existing 
building of electrical wiring 
intended to supply a connected 
load of over 100 amperes or for 
installation of wiring.ín the 
following buildings, when hereafter 
erected: 


1. Buildings of more than three 
stories in height; 


2, Buitdings, the aggregate 


ground area of which is more then 
10,000 sq. ft.; 
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3. Assembly rooms such as theaters, 
motion picture houses, public 
halls, lodge rooms, churches, 
dance halls, skating rinks, 
and similar occupanties having 
a capacity for over |00 pe sons: 


(b) At the request of the Chief Electric 
Inspector, plans and specifications: 
shall be filed for any electrical 
installation where necessary to 
determine that the provisions of 
this code will be complied with. 


(c) Every pian shall consist of blue 
prints, or of some other- indelibly 
rendered type satisfactory to the 
Chief Electrical Inspector. Specifica- 
tions for such plans may be either 
shown thereon, or legibly inscribed 
and worded. All Electrical Symbols 
used on plans shall be in accordance 
with ASA Y32, 9-1962 entitled Graphic 
Electrical Wiring Symbols for 
Architectural and Electrical Layout 
Drawings. ' 


7. INFORMATION REQUIRED ON WIRING PLANS OR SCHEDULE. 
The wiring plan or schedule shall give the following 
information:

MR. RON HOWARD SAGER, 567 ELIZABETH AVENUE, NEWARK, NEW JERSEY, ADDRESSED THE 


MUNICIPAL COUNCIL, CITING “INADEQUATE HOUSING CONDITIONS.” He CHARGED HtS LANDLORD DOES 
NOT PROVIDE ADEQUATE HEAT OR HOT WATER. HE WONDERED IF A MUNICIPAL ORDINANCE COVERED 
PROVISIONS FOR LANDLORDS FURNISHING HEAT AND WHAT MINIMUM THE TEMPERATURE MUST GE BEFORE 
HEAT IS FURNISHED. 

UPON QUESTIONING BY COUNCILMEN WEST AND TEMPORARY PRESIDENT BERNSTEIN, MR. 
SAGER REPLIED HE CONTACTED THE PoLice DEPARTMENT АМО DIVISION OF HEALTH REGARDING THIS, 
TO NO AVAIL. 

COUNCILMAN WEST SUGGESTED IN THE FUTURE THE SPEAKER CONTACT HIS WARD COUNCILMAN 
OR A COUNCILMAN-AT-LARGE IF НЕ HAS SUCH PROBLEMS AND THEY WOULD DO EVERYTHING POSSIBLE TO 
ASSIST HIM, 

TEMPORARY PRESIDENT BERNSTEIN NOTED THERE 15 A 24+ Hour A DAY CITY SERVICE, 
WHICH WAS INITIATED SEVERAL WEEKS AGO. ANY PROBLEMS MAY BE REPORTED TO City HALL AND 
ACTION WILL BE TAKEN. 


MR. SAGER COMPLIMENTED THE NEWARK PoLice DEPARTMENT ON THEIR OUTSTANDING 


ACHIEVEMENTS. 
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COUNCILMAN CALLAGHAN COMMENDED THE SPEAKER FOR HIS INTEREST iN HEALTH АМО WEL- 
FARE OF HIS FELLOW CITIZENS. НЕ NOTED SOME OF THE ACHIEVEMENTS OF THE CITY SINCE THE 
FIRST OF THE YEAR: A NEW SCHOOL FOR RETARDED CHILDREN; A NEW ELEMENTARY SCHOOL ON 13TH 
Avenue; THE JOHN F. KENNEDY RECREATION CENTER, WITH ONE OF THE LARGEST SWIMMING POOLS 
IN THE COUNTRY. COUNCILMAN CALLAGHAN RECALLED LAST WEEK, THE FIRST TIME IN THE HISTORY 
OF NEWARK, A GROUP OF NEGROES WENT TO TRENTON AND THROUGH HOUSING LEGISLATION RECEIVED 
$13 MILLION TO BE USED FOR REFURBISHING HOMES AND THE COUNCIL VOTED FOR THE FIRST TIME 
TO ALLOW THEM A TAX ABATEMENT. COUNCILMAN CALLAGHAN STRESSED THE ENTIRE COUNCIL 18 
STRIVING TO FIND RECREATIONAL FACILITIES FOR THE SOUTH WARD. 

CouNCILMAN WEST CONCURRED IN THE REMARKS OF HIS COLLEAGUES AND SUGGESTED THAT 
Mr. CAMPBELL REFER YOUNG PEOPLE TO ST. PETER'S CHURCH PLAY AREA, 

TEMPORARY PRESIDENT BERNSTEIN POINTED OUT COOPER PARK WAS BUILT A FEW YEARS 
AGO BUT THE CHILDREN RUINED IT, HE STRESSED THE RESPONSIBILITY OF PARENTS TO HAVE THEIR 


CHILDREN RESPECT LAW AND ORDER. 


MR. MARIO GRANDE, 19 TAYLOR STREET, NEWARK, NEW JERSEY, ADDRESSED THE MUNICIPAL 


COUNCIL WITH RESPECT TO "CONDITIONS IN THE CITY." He uRGED THE COUNCIL TO ADOPT AN ORDI- 
NANCE PENALIZING ANY INDIVIDUAL WHO ADVOCATES VIOLENCE. 

TEMPORARY PRESIDENT BERNSTEIN MAINTAINED IF THE PoLice DEPARTMENT FELT THE LAW 
WAS BEING VIOLATED, THEY WOULD ACT ACCORDINGLY. 

COUNCILMAN MELILLO STRESSED'AS A LAWYER AND CITIZEN, HE IS A STRONG ADVOCATE 
IN UPHOLDING ALL LAWS OF THE CITY, STATE AND FEDERAL GOVERNMENT AND ANY INDIVIDUAL 


VIOLATING ANY LAW SHOULD BE DEALT WITH ACCORDING TO LAW. 


AT THIS TIME TEMPORARY PRESIDENT BERNSTEIN STATED IT IS THE SINCERE DESIRE 
OF THE COUNCIL TO AFFORD EACH PERSON AN OPPORTUNITY TO EXERCISE HIS FREEDOM OF SPEECH TO 
ADDRESS THE MUNICIPAL COUNCIL, HOWEVER, 1Y IS VERY IMPORTANT THAT SUCH RIGHT BE EXER- 
CISED IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE RULES ADOPTED BY ORDINANCE AND CONTAINEO IN THE ÁDMINISTRA- 
Tive Cope. HE READ Ruces XVI, XVII АМО XVIII, CONTAINING THEREIN "A PERSON MAY PETITION 
THE COUNCIL FOR LEAVE TO ADDRESS IT BY MEANS OF A LETTER DIRECTED TO THE PRESIDING OF- 
FICER AT LEAST ШО WORKING HOURS IN ADVANCE OF THE COUNCIL MEETING, 5 WORKING DAYS",,.. 
"THE SPEAKER SHALL NOT MAKE ANY PERSONAL, IMPERTINENT OR SLANDEROUS REMARKS OR BECOME 
BOISTEROUS WHILE ADORESSING THE COUNCIL, A VIOLATION OF THIS RULE WILL RESULT IN THE 
SPEAKER BEING BARRED FROM ADDRESSING THE COUNCIL AT FURTHER CouNciL MEETINGS." 


COUNCILMAN CALLAGHAN NOTED THIS STATEMENT IS NOTHING NEW, IT IS BEING ENFORCED.

SECTION 1, DECLARATION OF PURPOSE OF ORDINANCE; FINDINGS. 

THERE IS IN THE City OF NEWARK, AS IN OTHER LARGE URBAN CENTERS, AN INCREASING 
AWARENESS OF THE COMPLEXITY AND INTERRELATIONSHIP OF THE PHYSICAL, SOCIAL AND ECONOMIC

NATIONAL LEVELS IN ALL MATTERS PERTAINING TO PROGRAMS BEARING ON THE SOCIAL, 

PHYSICAL AND ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT OF THE CITY. 

(M) ESTABLISH EFFECTIVE LIAISON WITH OTHER GOVERNMENTAL AGENCIES AND

TRACT TRANSFERRING THE CITY HOSPITAL TO THE New JERSEY COLLEGE or MEDICINE AND DENTISTRY. 
MR. GOLAT SAID HE ADDRESSED A LETTER TO THE MAYOR AND COUNCIL EXPRESSING THE VIEWS OF THE 
COMMITTEE REGARDING THE CONTRACT, IN ESSENCE, OBJECTING TO THE PROPOSED AGREEMENT FOR NOT o

MR. SCHIFF FELT THE POSITION OF THE CITY SHOULD BE VERY CLEAR IN THE CONTRACT 
PRESENTLY BEFORE THE COUNCIL, THAT UNDER PRESENT LAW, ALL PERMANENT EMPLOYEES ARE 
COVERED BY CIVIL Service. THE CONTRACT ATTEMPTS TO GIVE ADDITIONAL RIGHTS TO ALL 
EMPLOYEES OF THE CiTY HOSPITAL, MAINLY TO ASSURE THE CONTINUITY OF THEIR JOBS WHICH

OF THE LAWS WHICH PROVIDES GENERALLY THAT WHEN A DIVISION OR AGENCY 15 TRANSFERRED FROM 
ONE DEPARTMENT TO ANOTHER, THE RIGHTS AND PRIVILEGES OF THE EMPLOYEES MUST BE CONTINUED. 
HOWEVER, MR. SCHIFF STATED THE CONTRACT PROVIDES FOR THE EMPLOYEES IF IT 1S DECIDED 
CIVIL SERVICE WOULO NOT BE CONTINUED. HE READ SECTIONS OF THE CONTRACT DEALING WITH 
PROVISIONS FOR THE EMPLOYEES OF THE City HosPITAL, MR. ScHIFF CITED THE CITY is 1) TRY- 
ING TO SELL THE HOSPITAL TO THE COLLEGE TO PROVIDE THE BEST KIND OF MEDICAL CARE TO THE ` @ 
COMMUNITY, 2) TRYING TO RELIEVE THE CITY OF AN OUT-GROWING FINANCIAL BURDEN, AND 3) TRY- 


ING TO SECURE CONTINUITY OF EMPLOYMENT FOR ALL EMPLOYEES, BASED ON THE AGREEMENT. НЕ 
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FELT ALL RIGHTS WOULD BE CONTINUED WITH THE EXCEPTION OF THE LONGEVITY, IF IT 15 DECIDED

COUNC ILMAN CALLAGHAN ASSERTED THE QUESTION PRIMARILY RAISED BY EMPLOYEES 15 IN 
THE EVENT THE COLLEGE SAYS CIVIL SERVICE DOES NOT APPLY, WHAT LEGAL RIGHTS DO THEY HAVE. 

MR. SCHIFF REPLIED AS LONG AS THEY ARE GETTING ALL THE BENEFITS IN THE CONTRACT, 
THEY ARE GETTING THE SAME THING IN SPIRIT, THE FIRST TIME THE SPIRIT IS VIOLATED, THE 
EMPLOYEE, OR GROUP, OR ASSOCIATION, WOULD BE IN A POSITION TO INSTITUTE APPROPRIATE 
ACTION IN THE COURT TO DETERMINE THEIR RIGHT. HE OPINED THE RIGHTS IN THE CONTRACT 
BESTOW A THIRD PARTY RIGHT ON THE INDIVIDUAL EMPLOYEE WHICH THEY HAVE A RIGHT TO PURSUE 
AND THE CITY AS A PARTY TO THE CONTRACT CAN SPECIFICALLY ENFORCE THE PROVISIONS OF THE

MR. GOLAT AGREED A GOOD PART OF MR. SCHIFF 'S STATEMENT JS TRUE AND HE APPRECIATED

CIVIL SERVICE ARE COVERED BY THE Civit Service Cook. UF THe LEGISLATURE SOUGHT TO CHANGE 
THAT LAW AND DID SO, MR, SCHIFF DOUBTED iT COULD RETROACTIVELY AFFECT EMPLOYEES' RIGHTS 
AND PRIVILEGES. 

MR. GOLAT FELT THE EMPLOYEES WERE BEING PRESENTED WITH A CONTRACT WITH AN INVITA- 
TION TO LITIGATION, THAT IS TO GO TO COURT EVERY TIME THERE IS A QUESTION REGARDING EN- 
CROACHMENT UPON CIVIL SERVICE RIGHTS. 

COUNCILMAN MELILLO FELT A DECLARATORY JUDGMENT WOULO SETTLE THAT QUESTION ONCE 
AND FOR ALL. 

MR. GoLAT AGREED BUT FURTHER QUESTIONED OPERATION OF THE CiTY HOSPITAL WITH ALL 
OR PART OF THE EMPLOYEES NOT UNDER CIVIL SERVICE, He CITED THE GROUP OF EMPLOYEES 
PRESENTLY EXEMPT UNDER THE CONTRACT. Mr. GOLAT REQUESTED THE COUNCIL RECONSIDER ADOPTING 
THE CONTRACT IN ITS PRESENT FORM.

THE New JERSEY COLLEGE or MEDICINE ano DENTISTRY. He ALLEGED Civit. SERVICE HAS NOT 
PROVIDED REAL PROTECTION FOR THE EMPLOYEES OVER THE YEARS AND THE HOSPITAL HAS BEEN 
OPERATED IN AN ATMOSPHERE OF "FAVORITISM AND LACK OF EQUAL OPPORTUNITY AND ADVANCEMENT.” 
Mr. BLACK DECLARED CONFIRMATION OF THIS CONTRACT WILL BE A NEW BEGINNING FOR HOSPITAL 
EMPLOYEES, INCLUDING TEMPORARY EMPLOYEES WHO NEVER HAD JOB SECURITY UNDER CIVIL SERVICE, 
AND IT WILL BE THE BEGINNING OF A NEW ERA FOR THE BENEFIT OF THE City or NEWARK.

OBJECTORS, SPOKE IN OPPOSITION TO THE GRANTING OF THIS VARIANCE. 

MISS BETTY BROOGOS, 482 NORTH 13TH STREET, NEWARK, NEW JERSEY, REPRESENTING HER 
PARENTS AND NEIGHBORS IN THE AREA, STATED THEY DO NOT OBJECT TO THE EXPANSION OF COLUMBUS 
HosPITAL BUT TO THE ERECTION OF A FIVE-STORY BUILDING WHICH THEY FEEL WILL BE A SORE SPOT 
IN THE MIDDLE OF A RESIDENTIAL AREA. Miss BrRooGOS PRESENTED PETITION SIGNED BY APPROXI- 
MATELY 120 RESIDENTS OF THE AREA WHO FEEL THEY WILL BE AFFECTED BY THIS BUILDING, SHE 
PROPOSED THE HOSPITAL BUILD TWO THREE-STORY BUILDINGS SINCE THE HOMES IN THE BLOCK DO NOT 
EXCEED TWO OR THREE STORIES. 

AT THE REQUEST OF TEMPORARY PRESIDENT MELILLO, FOURTEEN OBJECTORS AROSE, WHO 
WERE PRESENT IN THE AUDIENCE. 

Mr. KROHN STATED ALTHOUGH IT WAS NOT MENTIONED, ANOTHER OBJECTION IS THAT ORIGI- 
NALLY THE APPLICATION WAS FOR PRIVATE PARKING FACILITIES FOR THE HOSPITAL. |N THE COURSE 
OF HEARINGS BEFORE THE BOARD OF ADJUSTMENT, THE APPLICATION WAS CHANGED FOR A PUBLIC 
PARKING AREA ON BEARDSLEY AvENUE. HE CONTENDED INSTEAD OF RELIEVING, THIS WOULD AGGRA- 
VATE THE SITUATION SINCE THE PARKING LOT IS CLOSE TO CITY STADIUM AND WOULD CREATE A 
TRAFFIC HAZARD. 

MRS. AGNES BROOGOS, 482 NORTH 13TH STREET, NEWARK, NEW JERSEY, QUESTIONED INTEN- 
TION or CoLUMBUS HOSPITAL REGARDING THE BUILDINGS THEY NOW OWN ON NoRTH 12TH AND NORTH 
13rH STREETS. ACCORDING TO PLANS FILED WITH THE BOARDO OF ADJUSTMENT, NO DEFINITE COMMIT- 
MENT TO DEMOLISH THESE BUILDINGS WAS MADE. 

MR. RALPH C. DE ROSE, 28 BRANFORD PLACE, NEWARK, NEW JERSEY, ATTORNEY REFRESENTING 
CotuMBUs HOSPITAL, STRESSED OF THE FOURTEEN OBJECTORS PRESENT iN THE AUDIENCE, ONLY ONE 
MEMBER OF EACH FAMILY SHOULD BE COUNTED. 

COUNCILMAN BERNSTEIN DECLARED EVERYONE HAS A RIGHT TO VOICE HIS OPINION. 

MR. De Rose POINTED OUT THE PETITION CONTAINED APPROXIMATELY 120 SIGNATUR ZS, 
WHEREAS THEY WERE ONLY REQUIRED BY THE BOARD OF ADJUSTMENT TO SERVE NOTICES TO SOME 90 
PERSONS. HE AsKED MR. SOLLITTO, ASSISTANT ADMINISTRATOR OF CotuMBSUS HosP:TAL, TO COMMENT 
ON THE PARKING QUESTION. 

MR. BASIL SOLLITTO, 2037 DOGWOOD DRIVE, SCOTCH PLAINS, NEW JERSEY, ASSISTANT 
ADMINISTRATOR OF CoLUMSUS HOSPITAL, RELATED SINCE THE MATTER WAS HEARD BY THE BOARD OF 
ADJUSTMENT AND BY THE COUNCIL AT THEIR LAST MEETING, CoLuMBUS HOSPITAL PURCHASED AN 
ADDITIONAL PIECE OF PROPERTY DIRECTLY ADJACENT TO THE PLANNED PARKING FACILITY, TO BE 
USED TEMPORARILY FOR ADMINISTRATIVE PURPOSES DURING THE BUILDING PROGRAM. THIS PROPERTY 
WILL BE DEMOLISHED UPON COMPLETION OF THE NEW BUILDING AND WILL ADD TWENTY TO TWEHTY- 
FIVE SPACES TO THE PARKING AREA FOR APPROXIMATELY TO CARS. THIRTEEN ADDITIONAL SPACES 


ARE PLANNED ON THE OTHER SIDE OF THE NEW BUILDING FOR USE BY DOCTORS AND EMERGENCY 
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VEHICLES FOR A TOTAL OF 83 PARKING SPACES. THEY ARE PRESENTLY DEMOLISHING SEVEN 
BUILDINGS ON NORTH 12TH STREET AND Two BUILDINGS ON NORTH 13TH STREET, WITH AN EXTRA 
LOT, FOR A TOTAL OF TEN PARCELS OF LAND FOR ERECTION OF NINE STRUCTURES. MR, SOLLITTO 
NOTED CotLUMBUS HOSPITAL HAS RECEIVED А $925,704. GRANT FROM THE FEDERAL GOVERNMENT, 
WHICH THE HOSPITAL IS TO MATCH TWO TO ONE FOR THIS CONSTRUCTION. 

COUNCILMAN CALLAGHAN ASKED WAS THERE A POSSIBILITY OF ERECTING THREE-STORY 


BUILDINGS TO SATISFY VARIOUS OBJECTIONS. 


Mr. SOLLITTO REPLIED TO DO SO, THE HOSPITAL WOULD HAVE TO EXPAND HORIZONTALLY 
RATHER THAN VERTICALLY AND THEY DO NOT HAVE SUFFICIENT LAND. THEY WANT TO CONSTRUCT 
A 200-BED HOSPITAL. FURTHER, THIS WOULD IMPOSE A SEVERE HARDSHIP ON THE NURSING 
PERSONNEL. 

COUNCILMAN ADDONIZIO POINTED OUT THE CITY VACATED A STREET FOR EXPANSION OF 
CoLuMBUS HOSPITAL, WHICH HE VOTED FOR. НЕ 15 NOW CONSIDERING HIS RESPONSIBILITY TO THE 
TAXPAYERS AND FELT THE HOSPITAL SHOULD EXTEND ITSELF TO DO WHAT 15 FAIR TO THE PEOPLE IN 
THE AREA. 

MISS PAULINE CAROLLA, 483 NORTH 13TH STREET, NEWARK, NEW JERSEY, REMARKED SHE 
LIVES ADJACENT TO THE PROPOSED HOSPITAL BUILDING. SHE OBJECTED TO A FIVE-STORY BUILDING 
TWENTY FEET FROM HER TWO AND ONE-HALF STORY BUILDING. 

MR. De Rose Noted Miss CAROLLA OFFERED TO SELL HER PROPERTY TO THE HOSPITAL BUT 
THE PRICE WAS ONE THE HOSPITAL COULD NOT AFFORD TO PAY. HE FELT THE OBJECTIONS EXPRESSED 
ARE NOT COMPLETELY REALISTIC, AS THE PROPOSED CONSTRUCTION WOULD NOT BLOCK SUNLIGHT TO 
ANY BUILDING IN THE AREA. ANY CHANGE OF PLANS AT THE PRESENT TIME WOULD CREATE CHAOS 
TO THE PROGRAMS AND PLANNING OF COLUMBUS HOSPITAL AS WELL AS OTHER HOSPITALS. Ме, De Rose 
STATED IT WOULD BE IMPOSSIBLE TO CHANGE THEIR PLANS AT THIS TIME. 

MRS. TRINA DE VITO, 190 NORTH 13TH STREET, NEWARK, NEW JERSEY, CLAIMED COLUMBUS 
HOSPITAL ORIGINALLY PLANNED A THREE-STORY BUILDING AT THE START OF THEIR FUND DRIVE. 

UPON RECEIVING THE NOTICE OF THE BOARD OF ADJUSTMENT HEARING, SHE LEARNED THE FIVE-STORY 
EXPANSION WAS PLANNED. 

CouNCILMAN TURNER MADE A MOTION TO DEFER THIS APPLICATION TO THE NEXT MEETING. 

COUNCILMAN CALLAGHAN SECONDED THE MOTION TO CONTINUE THE HEARING AND DEFER ACTION. 

COUNCILMAN ÁDDONIZIO SAID HE HAS SUFFICIENTLY STUDIED THE MATTER AND WAS READY TO 
VOTE THIS EVENING. HE ENUMERATED HOW THE CITY HAS HELPED IN THE EXPANSION OF OTHER 
HOSPITALS IN THE CITY BUT FELT IT WAS TIME TO PROTECT THE INTERESTS OF TAXPAYERS.

MR. SOLLITTO REPLIED THE PLAN CALLED FOR A MAIN FLOOR WITH THREE STORIES. THE

WAS DECLARED BY THE STATE AS NON-CONFORMING AND A FIRE HAZARD. THE OLD BUILDING WILL BE

COUNCILMAN TURCO REMARKED THREE-STORY BUILDINGS WOULD NOT LESSEN ANY TRAFIC 
CONGESTION BUT CREATE ADDITIONAL PARKING PROBLEMS. HE POINTED OUT ST. JAMES HOSPITAL) 
ERECTED ON ELM, JEFFERSON AND LAFAYETTE STREETS, NEWARK, IS FIVE-STORIES АМО THAT IS IN 
THE HEART OF A RESIDENTIAL AREA. HE DID NOT THINK THIS BUILDING WOULD BE AN EYESORE AND 
THE COUNCIL WOULD DO A GREAT DISSERVICE TO THE PEOPLE OF THE CITY BY FAILING TO GIVE 
THEM THE BENEFITS OF THIS HOSPITAL. COUNCILMAN Turco SAID HE WOULD GO ALONG WITH THE 
DEFERMENT BUT WAS IN FAVOR OF THE APPLICATION. 

TEMPORARY PRESIDENT MELILLO NOTED THE PRESENT HOSPITAL HAS A CAPACITY FoR 128 
BEDS. THE NEW BUILDING WILL ACCOMMODATE 201 PATIENTS. THE HOSPITAL WILL STAFF APPROXI- 
MATELY 600 PEOPLE. ALSO, PARKING WILL BE PROVIDED FOR 85 CARS. WHEN BEARDSLEY AVENUE 
WAS VACATED, THE COUNCIL WAS INFORMED THIS WOULO PROVIDE MORE THAN ADEQUATE PARKING NOT 
ONLY FOR THE STAFF BUT THE VISITORS. TEMPORARY PRESIDENT MELILLO WAS CONCERNED ӨЗ SPACES 
WOULD NOT BE ENOUGH FOR THE DOCTORS, LET ALONE THE VISITORS. HE QUESTIONED WHETHER ANY

TEMPORARY PRESIDENT MELILLO STATED HE WOULD VOTE AGAINST THIS APPLICATION BECAUSE OF

Councilman Melillo stated he has been representing the people in the North 
Ward for the past ten years. He recognizes how they feel about this matter and knew 
from the beginning what thelr objections were to the proposed constructior. of this new 
hospital. As he stated on prior occasions, he was vitally concerned about the lack of 
parking intended to be provided for this new edifice. Councilman Melillo recalled he 
spoke at length at one of the previous meetings with regard to the lack o^ parking. 

Since then, the hospital has come forward with what he thinks are adequate plans to 
provide the necessary parking in order to accommodate this facility. 

Councilman Melillo further stated his other objection was with regard to 
whether or not a four story or five story structure should be built. Не “hinks everyone 
will admit the contemplated structure would have been a beautiful structure and by going 
up one more story instead of expanding horizontally there would be more space to accommo- 
date physicians, other staff members and visiting public, so that if they were to expand 
horizontally, it would defeat the ultimate purpose of providing adequate parking. 
Therefore, he is constrained to state that in view of the fact parking wa3 adequately 
provided, he is now in favor of this application for the hospital, even taough in stating 
this position he recognizes that it may not meet with all of the sentiments expressed by 
constituents living in the immediate nelghborhood of the hospital. 

Councilman Melillo hoped that even if this application is rejected the hospital 
will reconsider its position and devise other plans, taking into consideration the feel- 
ings and sentiments of the people in the neighborhood, and provide a hospital so desper- 
ately needed in our City. 

Councilman Addonizio pointed out this is one of the issues with many facets. 
Everyone is mindful of the sremendous work Columbus Hospital has done in the past and 
will continue to do in the future. He recalled Beardsley Avenue was vac:.ted because 
they felt it was for the betterment of the area. However, the citizens hat live in this 
area for many years and paying taxes have a vested right not only in their property but 
in their neighborhood. If they cannot express themselves to the Council, where else 
сап they go? Councilman Addonizio felt the Columbus Hospital сап come uj with a new 
proposal that will satisfy everyone in the area. He declared this is on» that is esthe- 
tically very nice and we want to keep the people living there. He is vcting against this 


application with mixed emotions.

Representatives of F.M.B.A. and P.B.A. met in the Governor's office 
for discussion and then went outside for the Governor's address. Governor Hughes ex- 
pressed feelings of concern and indicated there probably would not be any legislation or 
any money until January, 1969. The Governor indicated he planned to veto Senate Bill 
providing $25 million be divided for different municipalities throughout the State for 
various programs. It was requested the Governor reconsider this matter so that these 
moneys would be directed for salaries for Policemen and Firemen. The Governor seemed 
to be more sympathetic. He directed a study be made immediately and said he would be 
in touch with Mayor Addonizio this coming Wednesday. 

Temporary President West stated the State Legislature will reconvene September 
9, 1968. He called attention if the $25 million bill is not vetoed, it will mean $1.6 
million will come to the City of Newark to provide salary increases for Policemen and 


Firemen. It would take $400,000. more to bring about $2 million base to give pay raise 
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retroactive to June or July to the end of this year. Then in January legislation can be 
introduced for future years and the City will receive this money for saleries. 

Temporary President West stated the Mayor and Council have travelled back and 
forth to Trenton requesting funds for Policemen and Firemen salary increases and o-her 
projects, and have been turned away without encouragement. He felt Friday was the first 
time he witnessed the Governor so receptive. After the meeting, the Mayor and Council 
discussed this matter. If it comes about the Council will direct themselves to salary 
increase for Policemen and Firemen and if appropriation is necessary to make up the 


$2 million, they will do so.

Section 1. Purpose of Code 


For the purpose of protecting the health, safety, and 
welfare of the people of the City there is hereby enacted a code 
known as the Non-Residential Property Maintenance Code of the City of 
Newark, which establishes minimum standards for non-residential 
premises, determines the respective responsibilities of owners, 
operators, and occupants of applicable structures and buildings now 
in existence or which may hereafter be constructed or established, 
provides for the enforcement of provisions pertaining to such 
standards and responsibilities and provides penalties for the 
violation of such code, 


Section 2, Definitions 


: Whenéver the following terms, words or phrases are used in 
this title they shall have the meaning and scope herein given: 


ACCESSORY STRUCTURE: A structure, the use of which is incidental to 
that of the main building and which is attached thereto or located on 
the same premises. 


BASEMENT: The portion of the building that is partly underground 
which has more than one-half of its height, measured from clear floor 
to ceiling, above the average adjoining ground level. Where the 
natural contour of the ground level immediately adjacent to the 
buildings is interrupted by ditching, pits, or trenching, then the 
average adjoining ground level shall be the nearest natural contour 
line parailel to the walls of the building without regard to the 
levels created by the ditching, pits, or trenching. 


BATHROOM: Enclosed space containing one or more bathtubs, showers, 
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or both, and which shall also include toilets, lavatories, or 
fixtures, serving similar purposes. 


BUILDING: ` A structure' enclosed within exterior walls or fire walls 
built erected and framed of component structural parts, designed fol 
the shelter, enclosure and support of individuals, animals or 
property of anyvkind, 


BUILDING CODE: The Building Code of the City of Newark. 


CELLAR: Lowermost portion of the building partly or totally.under- 
ground, having half or more of its height measured from clear floor 
to ceiling below the average adjoining ground level. Where tne 
natural contour of the ground level immediately adjacent to the 
building is interrupted by ditching, pits, or trenching, then the 
average adjoining ground level shall be the nearest natural contour 
line parallel to the walls of the building without regard to the 
level created by the ditching, pits, or i5renching. 


DIRECTOR: The director of the Department of Health and Welfare of 
the City, or such other city official or officials as he shall 
designate to act in his behalf. 


EMANCIPATED MINOR: Any person under the age of 21 who is gainfully 
employed and self-supporting or who is married to a spouse, who is 
gainfully employed and who supports the said minor, or who is a 
student living away from home and in regular attendance at an 
institution of higher learning. 


EXTERIOR OF THE PREMISES: Open spaces on the premises outside of ary 
building thereon. 


EXTERMINATION: The control and extermination of insects, rodents, 
and vermin by eliminating their harborage places, by removing or 
making inaccessible material that may serve as their food, by 
poisoning, spraying, fumigating, trapping, or by other approved 
means of pest elimination. 


FIRE HAZARD: The term "fire hazard" shall be defined as follows: 
(a) Any device or condition likely to cause fire and which is so 
situated as to endanger either persons or property; 

(b) The creation, maintenance, or continuance of any physical 
condition by reason of which their exists a use, accumuletion or 
storage for use of combustible or explosive material sufficient in 
amount or so located or in suca manner as to put in jeopardy, in 
event of ignition, either persons or property; 

(c), The obstruction to or of Zire excapes, ladders which may be 
used as escapes, stairways, aisles, exists, windows, passageways, or 
halls, likely in the event of fire to interfere with the operation cf 
the Fire Department or of the safety and ready egress of occupants;

FLOOR AREA; SUPERFICIAL: The net floor area within the enclosing

and one-half (li)feet. 


GARBAGE: (see also REFUSE, RUBBISH.) Putrescible animal and 
vegetable wastes, 


INFESTATION: The presence of insects, rodents, vermin, or other 
pestSon the premises which constitute a health hazard, 


INSPECTORS: А11 officials, officers, or employees of the City of 
Newark entrusted with the enforcement of this code. 


NON-RESIDENTIAL PREMISES: Any and all lots, plots, or parcels of 
land, including the buildings or structures therein, which are not 
used as dwellings as the same are defined in Title 15. Housing of 
the Revised Ordinances of the City of Newark, New Jersey, and which 
are not incidental to or accessory to said dwellings. 
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NUISANCE: (a) Any public nuisance known at public law or in equity 
Jurisprudence or as provided by the statutes of the State of New 
Jersey or in the ordinances of the City of Newark. (b) Any 
attractive nuisance which may prove detrimental to the health, or 
safety of children whether in a building, on the premises of a 
building, or upon an unoccupied lot. This includes, but is not 
limited to abandoned walls, shafts, basements, excavations, 
abandoned iceboxes, refrigerators, motor vehicles, any structurally 
unsound fences or structures, lumber, trash, fences, debris, or 
vegetation such as poison ivy, oak or sumac, which may prove a 
hazard for inquisitive minors. (c) Physical conditions dangerous 
to human life or detrimental to health of persons on or near premises 
where the conditions exist. (d) Overcrowding of a room with 
occupants in violation of this code, (е) Insufficient ventilation 
or illumination in violation of this code. (f) Inadequate or 
insanitary sewage or plumbing facilities in violation of this code, 
(g) Insanitary conditions or anything offensive to the senses or 
dangerous to health, in violation of this code. (h) Whatever 
renders air, food, or drink unwholesome or detrimental to the health 
of human beings. (1) Fire hazards. 


OCCUPANT: Any person using or having actual possession of any non= 
resídential premises. 


OPERATOR: Any person who has charge, care, or control of a non- 
residential premise, or a part thereof, whether with or without the 
knowledge and consent of the owner, 


OWNER: Any person who, alone or. jointly or severally with others, 
shall have legal or equitable title to any premises, with or without 
accompanying actual possession thereof, or shall have charge, care, 
or control of any premises as owner, or agent of the owner, or as 
executor, executrix, administrator, administratrix, trustee, 
receiver, or guardian of the state, or as mortgagee in possession 
regardless of how such possession was obtained. Any person who із a 
lessee subletting or reassigning any part or all of any premises 
shall be deemed to be a co-owner with the lessor and shall have 
joint responsibility over the portion of the premises sublet or 
assigned by said lessee.

PUBLIC AUTHORITY: Any authority ог any officer who is in charge of 
any department or branch of the government of the City relating to 
Health, Fire, Building, regulations, or to other codes or ordinances 
concerning non-residential premises in the City of Newark. 


PUBLIC VIEW: Any premises, or any part thereof, or any bullding or 


: any part thereof, which may be lawfully viewed by the public, or any 


member thereof, from a sidewalk, street, alleyway, licensed open air 
parking lot, or from any adjoining or neighboring premises. 


REFUSE: (see also GARBAGE, RUBBISH): All putrescible and non- 
putrescible solid wastes, except body wastes, including but not 
limited to::garbage, rubbish, ashes, street cleaning, dead animals, 
abandoned automobiles, and solid market and industrial wastes. 


REGISTERED MAIL: Registered mail or certified mall. 


ROOM: Space in an enclosed building, or space set apart by a 
partition or partitions, and any space in a building used or In- 
tended to be used for non-residential purposes. 


RUBBISH: (see also GARBAGE, REFUSE): Nonputrescible solid wastes 
consisting of both combustible and noncombustible wastes, such as 

paper, wrapping, cigarettes, cardboard, tin cans, yard clippings, 

leaves, wood, glass crockery, and similar materials. 
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SANITARY SEWER: Апу sanitary sewer owned, operated and maintained 
the City of Newark and available for public use for the disposal o 
sewage or a sanitary system approved by the Board of Health of the 


City of Newark. 


SEWAGE: Waste from a flush toilet, bathtub, sink, lavatory, dish- 
washing, or laundry machine, or the water-carried waste from any 
other fixture or equipment or machine. 


Н hat portion of a building included between the upper 
surface of any floor and the upper surface of the floor next above. 
except that the topmost story shall be that portion of the buildiny, 
included between the upper surface of the topmost floor and the 
ceiling or roof above.

VENTILATION: Supply and removal of air to and from any space 
natural or mechanical means, Such air may or may not have to be 


conditioned. 
VENTILATION MECHANICAL: Ventilation by power-driven devices. 


VENTILATION NATURAL: Ventilation by opening to outer air through 
windows, skylights, doors, louvers, or stacks with or without wind 
driven devices. ` 


WATER CLOSET COMPARTMENT: Enclosed space containing one or more 
toilets which may also contain one (1) or more lavatories, urinals. 
and other plumbing fixtures. 


WASHROOMS: Enclosed space containing one (1) or more bathtubs, 
showers or both and which shall also include toilets, lavatories, or 
fixtures, serving similar purposes, 


WEATHERING: Deterioration, decay, or damage caused by exposure to 
the elements, 


MEANING OF CERTAIN WORDS: Whenever the words "accessory structure! 
"building" premises" "room" "rooming unit," or "structure" are use: 
in this code, they shall be construed unless expressly stated to the 
contrary, to include the plurals of these words and as if they were 
followed by the words "or any part thereof." The word "shall" shail 
be applied retroactively as well as prospectively. 


Section 36 Applicability of code to existing and future 
u ings, 


This code shall apply to all buildings or portions therecf 
which are made subject to its provisions, irrespective of the date 
when such buildings were constructed or may in the future be 
constructed. 


Section Ц. Rules and regulations, approval by council, 
: enalty Tor violations. 


The director is hereby authorized and empowered to 
promulgate written rules and regulations approved by the council fer 
the proper administration of the provisions of this code; provided 
that such rules and regulations shall not be in conflict with the 
provisions of this code. The director shall file a certified copy 
under his hand and seal, or such rules and regulations with the city 
clerk, the director, of the fire department, the director of police 
and the director, division of licenses, Such rules and regulations 
shall have the same force and effect as the provisions of this 
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housing code. The penalty for violation of such rules and 
regulations shall be the same as the penalty for violation of the 
provisions of the code, as provided in Section 8 of this code. 


Section 5, Conflict with other city codes or ordinances, 
highest applicable standard to prevall, repeal, 


of conflicting Yower standard provisions. 


In any case where a provision of this housing code if 
found to be in conflict with a provision of any zoning, building, 
fire, safety or health ordinance or other ordinances or codes of the 
City of Newark in force on the effective date of these Revised 
Ordinances, the provision which establishes the higher standard for 
the promotion and protection of the health and safety of the people 
shall prevail and the lower standard is hereby declared to be 


repealed to the extent. that it is in conflict with the higher 
Standard provision. 


Section 6, Duties of owner, operator, and occupant 
distinct and separate, 


The duties and obligations of the owner, operator and 
occupant, as stated in this code, shall be separate and distinct. 


Section 7. Enforcement of Code, Notice of Violation. 


(1) Except as may be otherwise provided in Section 7-7 or 
in any.other provision of this code, the director shall notify in 
writing, by registered or certified mail or personal service as is 
more specifically provided in paragraph (2) of this section, the 
owner, operator, or occupant of a structure as the case may be, of 
the existence of a condition or conditions or other provisions which 
constitute the violation of any section, subsection or other 
provision of this code, As used in the provision of this article 
relating to notice of violation, the words, "day and days" shall not 
include Saturdays, Sundays, and holidays. 


(2) In the case of an owner or operator, the notice may be 
Served personally upon him, or by certified or registered mail 
addressed to his last known address, If, after düe diligence, the 
last known address cannot be ascertained, the notice may be posted 
on the outside front entrance of the structure. Personal service of 
the notice upon a member of the family of the owner or operator over 
14 years of age, residing in the same dwelling unit with the owner, 
or operator shall be deemed personal service upon the owner, or 
operator, as the case may be. In the case of the occupant notice 
may be mailed or delivered to him at his place of business or 
posted to the door of the occupant's premises. . ' 


(3) For the purpose of enforcement of this code, the 
service of a notice on an owner, whether or not the owner is also 
the operator, shall constitute notice of violations set forth therein 
until said violations are abated in conformity with this housing 
code and other applicable ordinances of the city. 


(Ц) The notice of violation shall contain the following: 


(a) Such notice shall designate the building 
structure or premises or portion thereof in violation, 


. (b) Such notice shall contain a statement of the 
violations existing in the building, structure, or premises or 
portion thereof, and the correction thereof sought by the director. 


(c) Such notice shall specify a reasonable time, not 
to exceed 30 days from the date of service of the notice, in which 
the notice shall be complied with and the violation abated, 
corrected or eliminated. Where it shall.appear that by reason of the 
existing violation there is an immediate danger to the life, health, 
or safety of the occupant, or to others who may be on or about the 
premises, the owner, operator or occupant, as the case may be forth- 
with required to abate or repair the condition complained of. 
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(d) Such notice shall, in a 10-point bold type or 
larger, apprise such person of his right to request a hearing 
pursuant to this article. 


(5) Any person served with any notice referred to hereto» 
fore in this article may request a hearing thereon, provided that 
such request is made in writirg and filed with the director within 
5 days after the day the notice was served. Upon receipt of such 
request the director shall set a time and place for such hearing, t» 
be held not later than 25 days after the receipt and filing of such 
request, The director shall gíve a 10 day written notice of such 
hearing by certified or registered mail £o such person, If the 
director at such hearing shall determine that no cause was shown wh‘: 
the notice of violation should be modified or withdrawn, the 
violation complained of in the notice thereof shall be abated, 
repaired or corrected. within 15 days from the date of such hearing, 
except as provided in paragraph 4 (c) of this section in cases of 
immediate danger. If at such hearing the director shall find that 
the violations cannot reasonably be abated within the time set forti 
in the notice he may extend the time for compliance to such period is 
in his judgement the circumstances shall warrant. 


(6) Where there exists a violation of the occupancy 
standards set forth in- the provisions of Section 11 of this code, aud 
where it has been satisfactorily drawn to the attention of the 
director that an owner or operator, after receipt of a notice of 
violation of the provisions of said Section 11 is unable to elimina'e 
the violation by peaceable means within the period of time specifie. 
in said notice, and such owner or operator has commenced within suci 
períod legal action to dispossess, evict or eject the occupants who 
cause the violation, no further action shall then be taken against 
the owner or operator so long as the action as aforesaid is pending 
in court, and is prosecuted expeditiously and in good faith by such 
owner or operator. 


(T) For the enforcement of Section 10 (h) of this code, 
it shall not be necessary for the director to first give notice of 
the violation or to first comply with section 1l:1-3 of these 
Revised Ordinances, or the preceeding sections of this chapter 
before instituting proceedings in the municipal court for a penalty 
for violation of any of those provisions. 


Section 8, Penalty 


(1) Any person who shall violate any provision of this 
code or of any rule or regulation promulgated by the director pur- 
suant to authority granted by this code and as approved by the 
council, shall upon conviction be punished by a fine of not less 
than $50.00 and not more than $100.00 for each such provision 
violated, Each day's failure to comply with any such provision 
shall constitute a separate offense. 


(2) The court may cause a defendant who refuses or 
neglects to pay the amount of ihe fine imposed against him and all 
costs and charges incident thereto to be committed to the Essex 
County Jail for a period not exceeding 90 days. 


(3) In case a defendant shall have been twice convicted 
within the space of 6 months, of the violation of this code and due 
proof of such fact is made, the court may, in addition to the 
imposition of the penalty prescribed by paragraph (1) of this 
section, cause the defendant to be imprisoned in the Essex County 
Jail with or without hard labor for any number of days not exceeding 
one day for each dollar of the penalty. 


(h) Where the defencant is other than a natural person or 
persons, paragraphs (2) and (3) of this section shall apply to any 
agent, officer, member or partrer who shall, alone or with others 
have charge, care, or control cf the premises within the definition 


of "owner" under this code. 
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Section 9, Informational inspection of buildings at 
request of owners, prospective purchasers, 
mortgagees or prospective mortgagees. 


(1) Whenever an owner, authorized prospective purchaser, 
mortgagee or prospective mortgagee shall apply to the director for 
an inspection of any building or portion thereof used or intended to 
be used for non-residential purposes, in order to ascertain if any 
section of this code has been violated, the director, upon payment of 
the fees specified in paragraph (2) of this section shall cause an 
inspection to be made of the premises and issue and informational 
certificate or report of the inspection to the applicant, indicating 
therein any violation of this code found on such inspected premises, 
The applicant for an inspection shall state in writing, on forms 
provided by the director, his full name, residence, and the reason 
and authority for the requested inspection, The director shall deny 
the application for failure to comply with these requirements, 


(2) There shall be a charge of $10.00 for the Inspection. 
All such fees collected for inspection shall forthwith be transmitted 
to the city treasurer. . 


(3) In no instance shall any errors or ommissions in the 
informational certificate or report of the inspection be construed 
to impose any liability therefore on the city, or the director, or on 
the servants, agents or employees of the city. 


Section 10. Certificate of Necessity to Require Ad jacent 
owner to Permit Access for Purpose of Repairs 
Bond, 7 s ii — ———— 


ona, 


(1) Any owner who, pursuant to an order of the director 
under this code, is unable to comply therewith without having access 
to adjacent property may, where such access has been denied him, 
apply to the director for a certificate of necessity. The owner 
shall make application for such certificate of necessity by filing an 
affidavit showing the need for access and the refusal of the adjacent 
owner to permit access thereto, Where the owner makes the 
application within 10 days of denial of access by the adjacent owner, 


'the director may upon a showing of good faith, grant an extension of 


time to comply with the order sufficient to permit the owner to 
secure a certificate of necessity as provided herein. The director 
shall then order the adjoining owner to appear before him on a fixed 
day and at a fixed time and place to show cause why an order should 


not be issued by him to said adjoining owner directing him to permit 
the requested access for the purpose herein stated, The order shall 
be served personally upon such owner by leaving a copy thereof st his 
place of residence with a member of the family over the age of 14 
years. Іл such order the required appearance shall be not less than 
10 days from the date of such service, If service of said order to 
show cause cannot be made as above directed, then it may be effected 
by certified or registered mail addressed to the place of residence 
or such owner, in which case the required appearance shall be not 
less than 15 days from the date of mailing. If the residence of 
such owner, cannot after due diligence, be ascertained and an 
affidavit to that effect shall be made by the director, then the 
serving of such order to show cause upon such owner may be made by 
publishing the same once in a newspaper published in the City of 
Newark, in which case the order shall extend the appearance for a 
period of not less than 35 nor more than 60 days from the date of 
publication of said order. Proof of publication of such order, 
together with a copy of such order, shall be filed in the office of 
the director. A copy of any order served by publication or by 
certified or registered mail shall be posted in a conspicuous place 
on the exterior of the premises affected by the order on or before 
the date of the publication. The order to show cause shall apprise 
such owner of the reason for the requested appearance before the 
director. 
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(2) The director shall, on the day fixed in the order tq 
show cause, afford the adjoining owner an opportunity to state his 
reasons in opposition to the requested access, If the director 
shall, nevertheless, be satisfied that access is required to the 
adjoining property for the purpese hereinbefore stated, he stall 
issue under his hand and seal a certificate of necessity, setting 
forth therein the pertinent facts in connection therewith. Such 
certificate shall thereupon entitle the owner who has been directed 
to make the repairs to enter upon so much of the adjacent property 
as shall be necessary to effectively comply with the requirements o? 
the director. The certificate of necessity shall set a reasonable 
time within which the work shell be done and completed, Such time 
shall depend upon the amount o? work involved. If the person to 
whom the order.to show cause was addressed and served іп accordance 
with the provisions of this chapter has failed to appear on the day 
stated therein, or at.any extended time for his appearance, the 
certificate of necessity may, nevertheless, be issued by the director, 
if he should find the requested access necessary. Such issuance 
shall have the same effect as if an appearance has been made. 


3 (a) The person to whom access has been glven by such 
certificate of necessity shall alone assume full responsibility for 
any damage he may cause to the adjoining owner's property. No 
responsibility shall attach tc the director or his representative 
for issuing a certificate of recessity. 


(b) Prior to the issuance of a certificate of 
necessity the director shall escertain the extent of the repairs 
required of the applicant. He shall thereupon direct the applicant 
to deposit with the director e surety bond in favor of the adjoinin]| 
owner and any other person in possession of the premises affected 
by a surety company authorizec to do business in New Jersey and 
shall agree to indemnify the said affected owner and any other person 


for any property damage or personal injuries, or both, which may be 
caused by said applicant; provided, however, that said bond shall be 
in a sum of not less than $1,000.00 nor more than $25,000.00. In 
fixing the amount of.the bond the director shall determine and take 
into consideration the extent and duration of the repairs to be done 
and the proximity of the improvements on the premises affected by tle 
certificate of necessity to be issued, “he bond shall be approved 

as to form by the corporation zounsel or first assistant corporation 
counsel of the city. 


(Ц) Any refusal to comply with this section or any intere 
ference with access to premises as provided in the certificate of 
necessity sha!l constitute a violation o? this code, 


Section 11. Duties and Responsibilities of Owners, 


Operators, and Occupants. 


(1) Maintenance of exterior of premises and structures, 
The exterior of the premises and all structures ereon sha be 
kept free of all nuisances and any hazards to the safety of occupanis, 
pedestrians, and other persons utilizing the premises, and free of 
insanitary conditions, and any of the foregoing shall be promptly 
removed and abated by the owner or operator, it shall be the duty of 
the owner or operator to keep the premises free of hazards. 


(2) Appearance of exterior of premises and structures. 
The exterior of the premises and the condition of accessory structures 
shall be maintained so that the appearance of the premises and all 
buildings thereon shall reflec: a level cf maintenance in keeping 
with the standards of the neighbcrhood or such higher standards as 
may be adopted as part of a pian of Urbar. Renewal by the City of 
Newark and such that the appearance of the premises and structures 
shali not constitute a blighting factor for adjoining property 
owners nor an element leading to the progressive deterioration and 
downgrading of the neighborhood with the accompanying dimnution of 
property values inciuding the foliowings 
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(a) Landscaping - Premises shall be kept landscaped and 
lawns, hedges, and bushes shall be kept trimmed and free from 
becoming overgrown and unsightly where exposed to public view and 
where the same constitute a blighting factor depreciating adjoining 
property. 


(b) Signs and Billboards - All permanent signs and bill- 
boards exposed to public view permitted by reason of other regula- 
tions or as a lawful non-conforming use shall be maintained in good 
repair. Any signs which have excessively weathered or faded or 
those upon which the paint has excessively peeled or cracked shall, 
with their supporting members, be removed forthwith, or put into a 
good state of repair. All.nonoperative or broken electrical signs 
shall be repaired or shall, with their supporting members, be 
removed forthwith. : 


(c) Signs or Advertisements - Except for "For Rent" 
signs, any temporary sign or other paper advertising material glued 
or otherwise attached to a window or windows or otherwise exposed 
to public view shall be removed: (a) At the expiration of the event 
or sale for which it is erected. or within sixty (60) days after 
erection, whichever shall occur sooner, 

Except during the course of repairs or alterations, no more 
than 33 1/3% of the square footage of any single window or single 
window display area shall be devoted to signs or other temporary 
advertising material attached to said window or windows or otherwise 
exposed to public view. 


(d) Windows - All windows exposed to public view shall be 
kept clean and freg of marks, cracks or foreign substances except 
when necessary in the course of changing displays, No storage of 
materials, stock or inventory shall be permitted in window display 
areas ordinarily exposed to public view unless said areas are first 
screened from the public view by drapes, venetian blinds, or other 
pemanent rendering of the windows opaque to the public view. All 
screening of interiors shall be maintained in a clean and attractive 
manner and in a good state of repair. 


(e) Awnings and Marquees - Any awning or marquee and its 
accompanying structural members which extend over any street, side- 
walk, or other portion of the premises shall be maintained in good 
repair, and shall not constitute a nuisance or a safety hazard, In 
the event such awnings or marquees are not properly maintained in 
accordance with the foregoing, they shall together with their 
supporting members, be removed forthwith, In the event said awnings 
or marquees are made of cloth, plastics, or of similar materials, 
said cloth or plastic where exposed to public view shall be maintain- 
ed 1n good condition, and shall not show evidence of excessive 
weathering, discoloration, ripping, tearing or other holes, Nothing 
herein shall be construed to authorize any encroachment on streets, 
sidewalks, or other parts of the public domain. 


(f) Reconstruction of walls and sidings - All re- 
construction of Walls and sidings shall Бе of standard quality and 
appearance commensurate with the character of the properties in the 
same block and on both sides of the street on which the premises 
front, such that the materials used will not be of a kind that by 
their appearance under prevailing appraisal practices and standards 
will depreciate the values of neighboring and adjoining premises as 
aforesaid. 


(3) Structural soundness - The exterior and interior of 
every structure or accessory structure (including fences, signs, and 
store fronts) shall be maintained in good repair and all surfaces 
thereof shall be kept painted or otherwise provided with a protective 
coating sufficient to prevent structural deterioration and to 
maintain appearance. А11 surfaces shall be maintained free of 
broken glass, loose shingles, crumbling stone or brick, excessive 
peeling paint, or other conditions reflective of deterioration or 
inadequate maintenance to the end that the property itself may be 
preserved and safety and fire hazards eliminated. 
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(a) Store Fronts - In the event repairs to a store front 
become necessary, such repairs shall be made with the same or simila:> 
materials used in the construciion of tbe store front in such a 
manner as to permanently repair the damaged area or areas. Any 
cornice visible above a store front shall be kept painted, where 
required, and in good repair. 


(4) General Sanitation and Saiety - All parts of the 
premises under the control of the occupant or operator shall be kepi 
in a clean and sanitary condition and ths occupant shall refrain 
from performing any acts which would render other parts of the 
premises unclean or insanitary, would obstruct the owner or operato: 
from performing any duty required hereunder or maintaining the 
premises in a clean and sanitary conditicn, including the following. 


(a) Washroom and water closet compartment floors = Wash. 
room and water closet compartment floors shall be surfaced with 
water-resistant material and shall be kept іп a dry, clean and 
sanitary condition at all times. 


` (b) Refuse storage and accumulation ~ In the absence of 
a contract, the owner, agent, or operator of every non-residential 
property where garbage, refuse, and rubbish shall accumulate, shall 
provide and keep on such premises sufficient and suitable receptacltes, 
or cans or barrels, and tight-fitting covers therefore, as provided 
for in Title 13, Chapter 3 of the Revised Ordinances of the City of 
Newark. Occupants of such premises shall place all garbage, refuse, 
and rubbish in said receptacles. Storage bins, rooms, and areas 
shall not be used for accumulated garbage or refuse. Inflammable ог 
combustible liquids or other materials may not be stored on the 
premises unless they are of a type approved for storage by the 
regulations of the Fire Department, and then only in such quantities 
and in such fireproof storage containers as may be prescribed by thc 
regulations, unless such bins, rooms, ала areas аге specifically 
designated for such use and in that event garbage and refuse must be 
removed at frequent intervals or as stipulated in other applicable 
laws or ordinances. 


(c) Garbage Removal - All garbage, refuse, and rubbish 
shall be collected; removed and disposed of by the producer thereof, 
and according to the provisions of Title 13, Chapter 3, of the 
Revised Ordinances of the City of Newark. 


(d) Infestation elimination e Every occupant or operato: 
shall be responsible for the elimination of infestation in and on 
the premises subject to his control, 


(5) Utilities and facilities 


(a) Electrical service - All premises shall be properly 
connected to and provided with e.éctric power through safely 
insulated conductors conforminj to the National Electrical Code and 
the Building Code, 


(b) Lighting of washrooms and water closet compariments = 
Every washroom and water Closes compartment shall be provided with 
permanently installed artificial lighting fixtures with a switch anc 
wall plate so located and maintained that there is no danger of 
short-circuiting from water from other weshroom facilities or from 
splashing of water. 


(c) Fuses and protective devices ~ Maximum fuse size 
consistent with safety shall b posted conspicuously in the inside 
cover of all fuse boxes and no fuse shaii be installed therein in 
excess of the stated maximum except that owners shall not be responsi- 
ble for violation in fuse instaliation without their knowledge 
where the correct maximum is stated and ihe fuse box is located 
within any part of the premises which is in the exclusive possessior 
of occupants other than the owaer, 
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(6) Inspections. and reports. 


(a) Reporting violations - Upon discovery by an occupant 
of any condition on the premises which constitutes a violation 
thereof, the occupant shall report the same to the Director 
responsible for enforcement hereunder, 


(b) Inspections - A11 buildings and premises subject to 
tnis'code are subject to Inspection from time to time by the 
enforcing officer, and at the time of such inspections all rooms and 
parts of the premises must be available and accessible for such 
inspections, and the owner and operator are required to provide the 
necessary arrangements to facilitate such inspections, Such ins- 
pections shall be made during regular open hours of the business 
occupying the said premises unless there is reason to believe a 
violation exists of a character which is an immediate threat to 
health or safety requiring inspection and abatement without delay. 


Section 12. Buildings and Structures Unfit for Use or 
Human Occupancy. 


(1) Whenever it shall be decided by the director that any 
building or structure or' portion thereof is unfit for use or human 
occupancy by reason of its being so infested with disease, or by 
reason of its being in a condition dangerous to health or life, or 
to be likely to cause sickness among the occupants, or by reason of 
its being so decayed, insanitary, unsafe, or vermin-infested, that 
it creates a serious hazard to the health or safety of the occupants 
or the public, or by reason of lack of safe illumination, ventil- 
lation or sanitation facilities adequate to protect the health or 
safety of the occupants or the public, and a notice of such decision 
and reason therefore shall have been affixed conspicuously on the 
building or structure so decided to be unfit for use or human 
occupancy and a copy also served upon the owner and occupant, if the 
same can be found in this state, requiring all persons therein to 
vacate such building or structure or portion thereof for the reasons 
to be stated therein as aforesaid, such building or structures shall, 
within 10 days thereafter, be vacated, or in case of special 
emergency, within such shorter time as in such notice may be 
specified. It shall be the duty of the owner to cause such building 
or structure to be vacated by the occupants within the time herein 
specified. It shall likewise be the duty. of the occupants to vacate 
said building or structure within the said specified time, The 
notice to the owner, operator, and occupant may be served in the 
manner provided in Section 7 of this code, 


(2) Any person affected by any such notice may request and 
Shall be granted a hearing on the matter before the director, 
provided that a written request for such hearing shall be filed in 
the.office of the director within 5 days, excluding Saturdays, 
Sundays, and holidays, after service of notice upon him, Upon 
receipt of such request, the director shall set a time and place for 
a hearing, which shall be not more than 10 days from receipt of such

ATTENTION OTHER EMPLOYEES WILL HAVE TO BE TAXED IF SIMILAR SITUATIONS ARE PERMITTED TO 
EXIST. 

COUNCILMAN MELILLO DECLARED EVERYONE IS INTERESTED IN GRANTING TAXPAYERS А FULL 
DOLLAR'S WORTH FOR THEIR TAXES, NO ONE LIKES TO INCREASE TAXES NEEDLESSLY. However, IN 
THIS SITUATION, HE OPINED THE City OF NEWARK WILL SAVE TAXES. We HAVE NO EVIDENCE THAT 
THIS ACCUMULATED SICK TIME WAS NOT ACCUMULATED LEGITIMATELY BY THESE TWO EMPLOYEES. THEY 
HAVE SERVED THE CITY 25 YEARS. HE NOTED THERE ARE OTHER EMPLOYEES WHO WORKED THAT MANY 
YEARS WITHOUT BEING SICK. REGARDING THE PENSION SITUATION, COUNCILMAN MELILLO СОМТЕМОЕО 
THERE WAS NOTHING TO PREVENT THE PENSION FUND FROM PREVIOUSLY ASSESSING THE EMPLOYEES FOR 
MAINTENANCE RECEIVED, IT WAS LEFT TO THE BUSINESS ADMINISTRATOR TO DO, BUT IT 1S NOT THE 
BUSINESS ADMINISTRATOR'S RESPONSIBILITY. HE DOES NOT GOVERN THE PENSION FUND. REGARDING 
THE RAISE, THESE TWO INDIVIDUALS, COUNCILMAN MELILLO DECLARED, HAVE THE RIGHT TO REQUEST 
500 DAYS FULL PAY UNDER THE LAW. THESE GENTLEMEN WERE HONORABLE AND TENDERED THEIR RE- 
SIGNATION PENDING ADOPTION OF THIS ORDINANCE. THEY WILL FOREGO THEIR SICK LEAVE TIME, 
WHICH WOULD AMOUNT TO $00,000. He ADDED ONCE THESE GENTLEMEN RETIRE, THEIR TWO TITLES 
WILL BE ABOLISHED, RESULTING IN A SAVING OF OVER .$200,000. TO tHe City OF Newark. IN 
CONCLUSION, COUNCILMAN MELILLO STRESSED WE ARE DOING A SERVICE TO THE TAXPAYERS RATHER 
THAN A DISSERVICE. 

COUNCILMAN BERNSTEIN CHARGED THE INDIVIDUALS CAN PRESENT ALL THE SICK CERTIFICATES 
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THEY WANT BUT THE CITY HAS A RIGHT TO HAVE THEM EXAMINED BY CITY DOCTORS, PLUS WE HAVE THE 


RIGHT TO ABOLISH THE JOB OR DECREASE THEIR SALARY, FORCING THEM TO RETIRE.
